"Massive" cuts in state aid to mu- 

nicipalities could spell serious 

trouble for Wilmington by the year 
1991, Town Manager Buzz Stap- 
czynski predicted Monday night 

Stapezynski told Wilmington s 
lectmen that Gov, Michael Dukakis’ 
veto of $210 million in local aid 
plus an additional $15 milion cut 
would not seriously impact the 
town's FY1990 budget. In 1990, 
Wilmington's local aid will only be 
12.6 percent of the town budget, 
However, by 1991, Wilmington 
could be facing severe problems, he 
said. 

“It bodes terrible for future years 

We can't survive without local 
aid,” said Suy nski. 

Though mpossible” to tell 
exactly how mucli money will have 
to be cut from the 1990 budget 
because of the veto, explained 
Stapezynski, his best estimate 
would be approximately $500,000.

Cuts in state aid may cost 
Wilmington half a million 


The town manager maintained the 
cuts would be felt in every town 
department. Further clouding the 
issue is $30 to $40 million in 
additional funds which will be 
distributed to the towns from Sun- 
day's lottery. 

The town manager, who is the 
president of the Massachusetts Mu- 
nicipal Managers Association, said 
cities such as Lawrence and Lowell 
are being hardest hit by the 
governor's veto. Lawrence alone 
he said, depends on state aid for 66 
percent of its budget. Without state 
funds, it is anticipated that neigh: 
boring towns will have to provide 
assistance to these citics during 
police, fire, or other emergencies. 

Stapezynski explained that the 
“uncertainty” in the state aid 
picture makes financial planning 
difficult, In order to ease the prob- 
lem, the town manager recom- 
mended that selectmen endorse a 


Tewksbury 
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statewide referendum question that 
would guarantec a 40 percent share 
of state revenues to municipalities. 

“All I want is a Predictable, sure 
formula (in the future),” said Stap 
czynski. If the question succeeds, 
Wilmington would be guarantecd 
$2.5 million 

Selectman Jim Stewart urged 
caution saying the extra moncy 
would eventually come from the 
taxpayer in some way. 

“If Someone says you're going to 
get two and a half million, 
got to throw up a red flag 
Stewart 

Selectmen decided to table the 
request until more information 
about the source of the funds is 
forthcoming. In addition, Michacl 
McCoy asked-for a report on the 
amount of moncy spent on town 
consultants in the past year, He said 
the town might be able to make 
some savings in that area,

Selectmen reject Campbell's 129 plan

Wilmington selecimen Monday 
reaffirmed their faith in a state 
design for the interchange between 
Routes 93 and 129, which would 
change the West Street - Rte.129 
area. The vote came after a 
courtesy visit by consultant Bru 
Campbell to explain details of his 
own newer design interchange 

‘The state project to redesign West 
Suet and create a full cloverleaf 
off 1-93 is currently stalled because 
of wetlands which would be 
displaced by part of the cloverleaf 
and "new" West Street. The project 
began many years ago and land 
takings have already been made by 
the state. MEPA had asked 
Campbell to come up with an 
“interim solution" or another 
design in order to move the stalled 
project forward. Campbell said he 
had worked on his design for more 
than two years. 

Campbell works on a consulting 
basis for the Trust Company of the 
West (TCW), the developer of the 
proposed Inwood Office Park 
complex to bet located off West 
Street east of Route 93 in Woburn 
Though the commercial park 
would be located entirely in Wo- 
bum, Wilmington officials noted 
the traffic generated from the park 
would feed onto Wilmington roads. 

TCW has received approval from 
MEPA for 390,000 sq. ft. of office

space at Inwood. In order to build 
additional office space, they have to 
improve the traffic access, and this 
is the primary purpose of 
Campbell's plan. 

Campbell is also the consultant 
for the redevelopment authority on 
the Wilmington Town Center 
project. Campbell was careful to 
note Monday that he is not in a 
conflict of interest situation since 
the two projects are separate from 
each other 

Campbell's design features a 
signalized rotary at Lowell and 
West strects, with no left turns 
permitted and the usgof a partial 
cloverleaf instead of af full 
cloverleaf where Rte. 129 meets 
Rte, 93. Campbell said using the 
DPW or state design, it would also 
be possible to add 1% fect of 
pavement and allow for a double 
left turn by West Street instead of 
using a rotary. Campbell said a 
rotary would give a "much, much 
better capacity” and traffic would 
not have to wait as long at traffic 
signals. He added the use of a 
partial cloverleaf would mean less 
impact to the wetlands and a safer 
traffic situation. One difference 
between Campbell's cloverleaf and 
the state design is that he eliminates 
the inside ramps on the northwest 
and southeast quadrants. While this 
would still require left turns at the

Chaitman Robert Cain favored 
Campbell's plan, largely because it 
does away with Jersey barriers 


along Rte, 129. The barriers were 
Present in the state design at a 
Public hearing about three years 


ago. Cain said the barriers would 
prohibit access from Rte.129 to a 
local bank and gas station. He added 
that Campbell's design provides for 
a better intersection and better 
access to West Street. Cain ques 
tioned if the board hadn't made a 
“rash” decision in not supporting 
Campbell's plan at a prior mecting, 
when selectmen voted to sapport 
the state desig 

Jim Stewart explained that if 
Campbell's plan is used, the size of 
Inwood Office Park could increasé 
from 390,000 Square feet to 
850,000 square fect, which would 
Put more traffic on Wilmington 
streets.

Amended order 
approved for 
housing project

The Wilmington Conservation 
Commission unaniméusly granted 
Third: Avenue Realty Trust an 
amended order of conditions for 
the mixed housing project known as 


« Shawsheen River Estates. The de- 


cision, which was delayed for two 
weeks so members could take a site 
walk of the Hopkins Street proper- 
ty, was made at last, Wednesday's 
mecting. 

The developer had applied for an 
amendment to an order issued in 


Resolution 
sought on 
truck exclusion 


Wilmington selectmen decided 
Monday to make a last ditch effort 
to work with Tewksbury selectmen 
to exclude heavy trucks on Salem 
Sucet 

Two motions were unanimously 
approved at their meeting. The first 
was to remove the signs prohibiting 
heavy trucks from using Salem 
Surcet. The board decided they had 
no choice but to remove the signs 
since the signs were erected with 
the knowledge that they were 

unenforceable.” Selectmen said 
the town would face “serious” 
liability issues if the signs remain. 

The second motion was to send a 
letter to Tewksbury sclectmen 
secking a mecting to discuss a "co- 
operative” truck exclusion on Sa 
lem Street, which becomes Salem 
Road in Tewksbury 

Jim Stewart made the motion 
noting that Tewksbury selectmen 
originally refused to vote on the 
issue until the signs were removed. 
He said with his board's action, 
Tewksbury officials now have 
another “shot” at resolving the 
much-debated problem

January,1988 claiming changes to 
the project design weren't signifi- 
cant enough to warrant a new 
order. Commissioners agreed. 

Engineer Erich Nitzsche said they 
would be filling less than 5,000 
square feet of wetlands, primarily 
to bring in an access road off 
Hopkins Street. He added pro- 
ponent Jay Tighe would be willing 
to move over a unit by the 
Shawsheen River so there would be 
no need to fill a small section of the 
flood plain. 

Tom Roussell said he and fellow 
members all concurred during the 
site walk that the developer was 
making "every effort" to satisfy the 
neighbors. He added it was his 
feeling the board could protect the 
wetlands “fully” with aa amended 
order. 

An observation deck near the 
Shawsheen River was originally 
requested by the commission. Most 
of the discussion centered on this 
deck and the problems it might 
create for abuttors. 

Mario Alosco of Harold Avenue, 
who heads the Wilmington Action 
Coalition, would be one neighbor 
affected by the deck. Alosco told 
commissioners he feared the deck 
would lead to safety issues, fire 
issues, and problems with van- 
dalism and noise. Members agreed 
to abandon the deck as part of the 
filing until the project is complete 
and the residents themselves decide 
if they want it A 

There is a ten day period from the 
day the amended order is filed to 
appeal the commission's ‘decision, 
Commissioners expect to review 
the conditions at tonight"s (Wed- 
nesday's) meeting and file the order 
on Friday. Alosco said his group 
would review the conditions with 
their lawyer and a consultant and 
then decide whether to appeal the 
decision. 


New field house 
at school 


A new field house will be erected 
on the Shawsheen Elementary 
School ballfield, for the storage of 
soccer equipment 

Wilmington selectmen unanim 
ously endorsed the project after 
hearing a request by the Wilming- 
ton Youth Soccer Association 
(WYSA). The town manager said 
the new 16-by-38-foot field house 
will be located 30 feet behind Kids- 
place and will be architecturally 
compatible with the playground 

The WYSA will build the ficld 
house, which will be owned by the 
town. The town will then lease the 
building back to the WYSA. 


Still no home for 
town dog pound

No one, it seems, wants the new 
animal shelter in their backyard 
Following several attempts by the 
Wilmington Board of Selectmen to 
find an acceptable home for the 
town dog pound, the question of 
location is still up in the air. 

‘The town vacated a leased facility 
at the end of McDonald Road in 
March, Since then, stray dogs have 
been kenneled at the Central 
‘Animal Hospital in Stoneham. 

Seven possible locations for a new 
pound were reviewed during a 
recent study by the assistant town 
manager. Twice the board has 
accepted two locations: one on old 
Main Street near the Woburn line 
and one on Main Street near the 
septage dumping station, In the first 
case, neighbors said the pound 
would be too close to their homes 
and they couldn't live with it, At 
Monday's board mecting, a new 
group of neighbors were in atten- 


dance to tell sclectmen the same 
thing. 

Bob Spencer raised concerns 
about noise and the town's "image" 
in locating a new pound on a main 
street in town, Another neighbor 
said he could hear dogs barking as 
far away as Butters Row and they 
“keep everyone awake.” Assistant 
Town Manager Jeffrey Hull noted 
that the nearest home is located 
1200 feet away from the site. 
Neighbors said they were tired of 
having such things as a chemical 
plant, dump station, and now the 
dog pound located in their back 
yard. 

Sclecumen agreed to look closer at 
suggestions to locate the pound on 
Wild Street off Grove Avenue or in 
the town forest at their next meet- 
ing August 14. However, Michael 
McCoy pointed out that wherever it 
ends up there will be opposition 
from someone. 


Selectmen lift restriction 


on Grange Ha 


Following a request by Attorney 
Bob Peterson, the Wilmington 
Board of Selectmen voted Monday 
to lift a restriction on land sold to 
the Wilmington Grange Hall Corp. 
The restriction placed on the land 
in 1974 prohibits the owner from 
tearing down the Grange building 
on Bay Street and constructing a 
new building on site. The restric 
tion, which was built into the deed, 
does allow the owner to add on to 
the current building. 

Peterson told the board now that 
the American Legion owns the 


building, members would like to 
construct a new building on site 
However, the restriction prevents 
such plans and makes it difficult for 
the Legion to obtain a mortgage. 

Some sclectmen asked to sce a 
design of the proposed building arid 
wanted input from neighbors be- 
fore granting the request. In the 
end, the board decided unanimous: 
ly to lift the restriction, provided 
the applicant notify all abuttors to 
attend either a site plan review or a 
board of appeals hearing which 
would be necessary for a variance 
‘on setbacks. 


Banda named to 
board of appeals 


James Banda Jr. was named the 
new associate member to the Wil- 
mington Board of Appeals. 
lectmen gave Banda a unanimous 
vote of confidence Monday to fill 
the position left vacant by the 
resignation of Joan Goulet. Though 
some discussion ensued on possible 
conflict of interest since Banda is a 
local developer who sometimes 
appears before the appeals board, it 
was agreed a man's job shouldn't 
mean he is automatically in conflict 
of interest. 

Also up for the position was 
Arlene Avenue resident Jam 
Hackett. Hackett, nber of the 


Affordable Housing Task Force, 
was sponsored by that board's 
chairman Jim Stewart. Stewart 
explained Hackett is a "tremendous 
candidate” who wants to become 
more actively involved in town 
government. Hackett has a back 
ground in advertising, 

Michacl McCoy and Chester 
Bruce both praised Banda for being 
a long time resident and a "very 
knowlegeable” person. Though 
Banda originally received only a 
three vote majority, a reconsi- 
deration by¢Stcwart made the vote 
unanimous,

The controversy at Tewksbury Hospital has not quicted down 
yet. With word from the State House that the Massachusetts 
Senate might launch an investigation of the goings on 
surrounding the hospital, things are indeed getting interesting. 

Last. week, Rep. Jim Miceli submitted a letter to the editor of 
the Town Crier, responding to some charges which had been 
published in a column the previous week by Kevin Sowyrda. 

Denying that he had asked the departing superintendent to play 
favorites on the waiting list, Miceli said of the waiting list, "Ask 
Stu Neilson, who called a few of us relative to an admission he 
Was interested in,” 

Interesting that he should raise that point, That call from Stu 
Was several months ago, and we had almost forgotten it. But 
evidently Jim had not. It's almost as if he were keeping track of 
his list of favors in a computer, 

Stu's inquiry to the rep was not for a personal favor, but 
rather was to call attention to a case where there was a 
particularly dire need. The person involyed was not even known 
to Stu, but was a patient of his wife, who is a visiting nurse. She 
handles a great many cases every day, and in one particular 
instance, a patient was in very great need. So Stu agreed to make 
a few calls, and for his efforts has had his name called into a 
political fray. ) 

Like Pepperidge Farm, Jim remembers 

What the rep seems to have forgotten is that one summer, he 
had a volunteer work for him, a fellow by the name of Sowyrda 

If there is one thing that Kevin Sowyrda recalls about his 
experience working for Miceli, it is that when Jim's phone 
rings, it is quite often from someone looking for a favor 

The favors, of course, are not limited to Tewksbury Hospital 
It could be a request to do any of a great number of things. One 
of the most carefully guarded favors is Jim's political 
endorsement, a coveted plum for any local candidate for office. 
Jim has been very effective here. How was it that some of the 
more solid names in Wilmington endorsed Miceli's nephew 
when he ran for selectman a couple of years 
there were some people who independently decided to endorse 
him, But with equal certainty, it can be said that there were 
others who gave their endorsements be@ause a favor was called 
back. We will save these people the embarassment of publishing 
names, but they do exist 

The seemingly innocuous practice of publishing long lists of 
Names as endorsements in political advertisements becomes very 
interesting when you begin studying patronage 

‘The entire matter of the scandal at Tewksbury Hospital existed 
long before Kevin Sowyrda wrote about it. Sowyrda did not 
create it; he only wrote about what was happening. 

If the fact that he once met with Miceli and discussed his 
possible candidacy discredits Sowyrda, then what does it do to 
Miceli? Sowyrda did not initiate the mecting, and was careful 
Nol to meet without a witness, who gives a different account of 
the mecting than was related in Miceli's letter, But one point that 
is very telling about Miceli is the very fact that the meeting 
occurred, Yes, there are people in Wilmington who would not 
consider running for office without Miceli's endorsement, 
which does not come without strings. That endorsement has 
been cultivated to the point where it has had tremendous clout. 
The fertilizer for it has been -- that’s right -- patronage 

Miccli's carcer as a patronage-monger is not new. He's been 
doing favors for years, and then calling them back. Letting out a 
blast at Kevin Sowyrda will not make the ink blot go away. And 
attempts to muzzle Sowyrda or discredit the Town Crier simply 
make the picture more interesting.

If you lived in Duckwater, Nevada, you wouldn't have much to do 
today, and you'd want to travel far. And if you lived in Gas Hills, 
Wyoming, then you'd REALLY have nothing to do. But this close 
to Boston? Never! | 

People come from all over the country, indeed from around the 
world, just to visit the Boston area. We've got more to do in this 
part of the country than most people could even dream of doing! To 
see the sights here takes weeks. Maybe months. 

The same ground you now walk was once trod by Ipyal subjects of 
His Majesty, the King of England. But one day, we loaded-up our 
muskets and stood toe-to-toe with the mightiest military power in 
the world, right here in Massachusetts. Ever hiked the Freedom 
Trail in Boston, to walk in the patriot's footsteps? Or climbed 
td “Old Ironsides,” the oldest commissioned warship on the 
planet?

Safe drinking water

When I think about the environment I get the 
impression that we treat the issue as though we all suffer 
from the Nero Syndrome - we fiddle while Rome burns. 
Daily we read about contamination of our drinking 
water, air that threatens the daily jogger, an ozone layer 
which may end the American obsession with sun tans, 
and toxic chemicals violating once fertile soil. 

But amidst all the turmoil in Massachusetts 
goverment, local Rep. Geoff Beckwith has successfully 
spearheaded a drive that will reduce by 50 percent all 
toxic waste produced in the BayState by the year 1997, 
State businesses presently generate over 100 million 
pounds of toxic waste each year, resulting in over 2,000 
dumpsites and the loss of drinking water supplies in 49 
communities. 

The Toxics Use Reduction Bill, a pet project of 
Beckwith's since 1986, is a prime example of coalition 
building within a triangle of actors who rarely act in 
unison - the Commonwealth, the business community, 
and environmentalists. 

Described as a "model for the rest of the country" by 
the Environmental Protection Agency, the Toxics 
Reduction Bill will require industry to cut their use of 
hazardous chemicals, establishes a research institute at 
U-Lowell to develop new pollution prevention 
technologies, and imposes a new chemical use fee which 
will raise $5 million for the administration of Beckwith's 
legislation. 

Beckwith says the main thrust of his bill, which will be 
signed into law by the governor shortly, is to "stop 
pollution in its tracks before it impacts our 
neighborhoods." Beckwith noted that Wilmington 
presently has about a dozen identified toxic waste site: 
and that it was with this in mind that he pursued the toxic 
waste issue with such vigor. "Pollution prevention had 
not been adopted as a strategy in Massachusetts and the 
more thought and research I gave the topic the more I 
realized that we could take dramatic steps to protect our 
state by adopting this model of environmentalism", said 
Beckwith. 

The greatest challenge in the whole process was 
building a consensus between environmentalists, busine: 
leaders, and the state. Environmentalists tend to ask for 
the moon, while the business community holds their 
wallets with clenched fists. Beckwith says negotiations 
lasted six months before a consensus bill was reported to 
the House floor, complete with an array of 
endorsements. 

The issue of the environment in the minds of voters 
may be transforming from a complacent one to a major 
political theme. An alarming number of communitics 
deal regularly with the problem of aquifer 
contamination, and we may be awaking, slowly but 
surely, to the threat of development on our open space 
land. Beckwith described the growing threat on the 
environment as “overwhelming" and said that "people 
want action at every level of government” in finally 
addressing the issue. 

The Toxics Use Reduction bill does exactly that, and 
Beckwith has earned himself a reputation in the process 
as a competent public policy maker. And with the 
passion he exhibits on this particular issue, insiders on 
the Hill predict Beckwith is a step closer to a commitice 
chairmanship.

The Sleepers Must Awaken!

Some people have the mistaken 
idea that the only way they can 
obtain safe drinking water is to buy 
it off the grocery shelf. The fact of 
the matter is that our municipal 
water supplies are the most tested 
and regulated drinking water 
supplies in the world. In just the last 
two years there have been more 
regulations put into effect than ever 
before in waterworks history. 

Years ago if water was odorless, 
crystal clear and good tasting, we 
could be assured that it was safe. 
Not so today. Previously we 
worried about typhoid fever being 
transmitted via the water; now it is 
carcinogens. Increasing urbaniza- 
tion and population has threatened 
our water supplies. The myriad of 
potential contaminants are not 
evident to our senses. They are 
Present in very minute quantities; 
being measured in parts per billion. 

Concern over the safety of the 
nation’s drinking water resulted in 
Congress enacting the 1986 amend- 
ments to the Safe Drinking Water 
Act, which was originally passed in 
1974. These amendments estab- 
lished exacting standards that will 
have a far reaching effect on all 
water supplies as they are phased 
in. The impacts will effect all 
consumers in the pocketbook. 

One of the key provisions of the 
new regulations is the establishment 
of maximum concentrations for 83 
contaminants. This will require 
more monitoring and conceivably 
more treatment. 

Another issue that has received 
much publicity lately is the amount 
of Iead in drinking water. In 
Massachusetts the source of lead is 
not the water supply, but the 
plumbing system in homes, usually 
the lead solder. A corrosive water 
will leach the lead into the water. 
Water treatment to reduce the 
corrosiveness of the water will help 


regulations will establish stringent 
new lead standards, 

The MWRA has a vested interest 
in the new regulation that will 
require all surface water supplies to 
have a treatment plant. At the 
present time, Quabbin Reservoir is 
unfiltered. The MWRA will be 
trying for an exemption by 
demonstrating that it has control 
over a significant portion of its 
watershed area. Failing this, it will 
cost the MWRA ratepayers over 
$500 million for a treatment plant. 

Both Wilmington and Tewksbury 
already have water treatment 
plants. Tewksbury teats the water 
it takes from the Merrimack River. 
Wilmington has two treatment 
plants for all its active wells, The 
treatment used by both towns is 
referred to as “conventional.” 
These plants use state of the art 
equipment that provides flexibility 
for variable raw water quality and 
a changing regulatory climate. 
More communities will be forced 
to follow in Wilmington and 
Tewksbury's footsteps. 

The states will be responsible for 
administering the new drinking 
water regulations which will carry 
a high price tag. Since we all know 
Massachusetts is a little short of 
cash, local water departments 
should not expect any financial 
assistance. In fact, the Mass. Senate 
recently cut funding intended for 
water treatment from a House bill. 
The end result will be higher water 
rates for the consumers. This must 
be what they mean by the term 
“trickle down economics.” 

Producing reliable safe drinking 
water is a formidable task that until 
recently was taken for granted by 
consumers. However, providing 
the highest quality water at a 
reasonable cost has been and 
continues to be a commitment of 


local water departments.

Backyard gardening 


beetles were accidentally intro: 
duced to America via a freighter 
from the Orient. Today, with no 
natural predators, the ever 
increasing annual swarm of Jap 
beetles emerges like clockwork five 
s cither side of July 10 here in 
New England. For the rest of July 
and through mid-August the bate 
for control rages in our yards and 
gardens. Although few vegetable 
plants are on their preferred dining 
list, those of us who have roses, 
grapevines, raspberries, marigolds 
or apple trees, to name a few, must 
take steps to keep the voracious 
beetles under control 

Up until a dozen or so years ago, 
the standard control method 
involved knocking the beetles into a 
can of gasoline, Most of the time 
this will work, though often the 
beetles would fly off and land 
nearby. Today, as their numbers 
continue to expand, this system is 
about as effective as shoveling sand 
against the incoming tide. About 
25 years ago, milky spore discase 
was isolated and distributed 
commercially under the trade name 
Doom. This insect disease, applied 
to the soil in the spring, kills the 
Japanese beetles in the grub stag 
The only problem with Doom was 
that, while you could rid your soil 
of beetle grubs, if your neighbors 
were not also using Milky spore, 
the effects were hardly noticeable. 
Several years ago a new product 
appeared on garden center shelves, 
specifically designed (o attract and 
destroy Japanese beetles. For 
homeowners who may not be aware 
of it, the item is called Bag-a-Bug 
and it really docs work. One trap, 

Hing for under $10, will draw 
beetles from a 5,000 square foot 
area or, roughly, a square 
measuring 70 by 70 fect. The 
current improved version of 
Bag-a-Bug contains both a floral 
and a sex lure, and is considerably 
more effective than the carlicr 
single lure traps. One bag will hold 
upward of 4000 beetles and 
replacement lures and bags are sold 
along with the traps. So far, 
Bag-a-Bug traps are the most 
efficient way I know of to keep this 
insect under some semblance of 
control. All area garden supply 
outlets sell them. 

Although spraying infested plants 
with Sevin does destroy the beetles, 
Sevin, used carelessly, will also

Milk is about 97 percent water, 
the balance being lactose (sugar) 
and some trace elements. Nothing 
special here for growing exhibition 
pumpkins. Stick with several 
gallons of Miracle Grow or Peters 
Professional Plant food, applied 
every 15 days from now through 
September. Best method of 
application is to use a Sterns No 
Clog feeder. Use caution - too 
much fertilizer is much worse than 
not enough. A 30 second spray per 
plant will do the job.

If there is any dry sandy soil near 
the cellar wall of homes in 
Tewksbury or Wilmington at this 
time (July) it is possible that the 
residents of those homes may find 
they are being hosts to’ antlions 
Antlions, a creature of which the 
public knows almost nothing, are 
the larva of the adult of a species 
belonging to Neuroptera, a 
creature with a long slender body 
and delicate wings. The best 
description is to report that the 
adult resembles a damselfly. 

Itis the larva which is worthy of 
study and exploration. 

Larvae of most insects live below 
the earth's surface and cat roots of 
plants - for instance, grubworms. 

Larvae of antlions live below the 
earth's surface, in specially 
constructed cones, and eat ants and 
other insects, but nothing that can 
he said to be vegetable. Unlike 
other larva it exists on the protein it 
gets from the insects it captures. 

The adult lays its eggs in dry, 
sandy soil. In nature this soil is to 
be found in a site that is sheltered 
from the weather by a large stone 
or tree 

But, with the advent of mankind 
and of the homes that man builds, 
the adult will frequently choose to 
lay its eggs near the homes of 
human beings, providing that there 
is some sand handy 

When the egg hatches the tiny 
anilion starts digging its home. It 
has a relatively large abdomen, 
with which it forces out the sand at 
the ground level, to make a circular 
depression. And there, at the base 
of the depression, it lives for

An ant searching for a source of 
food, will venture over the edge of 
the depression, and small particles 
of sand, loosened by the presence of 
the ant, will roll down the side of 
the depression, toward the hidden 
antlion 

Hidden? 

Yes, hidden, except for a pair of 
mandibles which project from the 
head of the antlion, Given the 
opportunity these mandibles can 
scize any ant or other small insect, 
and hold it while the antlion sucks 
out the body fluids 

The antlion learns of the presence 
of the ant by the particles of sand 
_which roll down the sides of the

Additions demolished, 
150-year-old cottage 
to be preserved 


Last Friday was a historical day 
in Wilmington. At least it was one 
of historical preservation. 

Developer Steve Lawrenson had 
part of the small house at 9 Glen 
Rd. torn down, But he also had part 
of it saved 

The demolition project was care: 
fully done, to preserve the 150. 
year old portion which was saved. 

The house at one time served as a 
temporary town hall, at least for 
the storage of town records after 
the Congregationab Church burned 
in the 1860's 

It was built prior to 1 
as carly as 1830. Itn 
about eight fect by tc 
certainly not a house. 

Immediately next to the house is 
the old town pound, built in 1814 
Itis one of only three such original 
pounds remaining in Massa 
chusetts. 

The

original purpose of the 
building is not known. It could 
have been used by William 
Blanchard in connection with his 
duties as state inspector of the hops. 
Perhaps it had some function with 
the pound. Or pethaps it was used 
for storage in conjunction with the 
town scales, which used to be in 
front of the Blanchard house. 

“The house was until recently on 
land that was part of the property 
that goes with the Blanchard house, 
now the home of Dave and Pat 
Gagnon, The Gagnons subdivided 
the property and sold it to Lawren- 
son, who is building a house. 

After the property was subdi 
vided, the Wilmington Historical 
Commission entered the picture 
Carolyn Harris, who chairs the 
commission, negotiated with Law 
renson for many months to come 
up with a way to save the house 

Lawrenson’s concern was that the

new house would not be salable 
with a run-down cottage in the 
front yard. Also, saving the cottage 
and the pound put constraints on 
the layout of the yard. 

As it stood, the cottage had two 
additions which had been built in 
the 20th cenwry. An agreement 
was worked out where Lawrenson 
would tear down the additions, 
save the original structure, and 
then restore it 

When the new house is sold, there 
will be deed restrictions to pretect 
the old pound and the cottage. 

"I'm delighted that he could do it, 
that he would do it," said Carolyn. 


She said that the members of the 
commission went through the 
cottage last Monday, and found that 
the original floors, roof boards and 
pegging in the building were intact 

During the week, Herman Nelson 
worked inside the house, tearing 
open walls and disconnecting the 
addition from the original part 

On Friday morning, Frank 
George moved his backhoe behind 
the building, and punched the 
bucket through the roof. Nelson, 
méanwhile, worked at cutting the 
roof and walls with-a chainsaw 
The demolition was completed by 
noon, except for the cleanup.

Classy Melillo earns last laugh 


Six Tewksbury High School coaches, including varsity basketball 
coach Bob Melillo and varsity baseball coach Bob Ware, will not get 
their jobs back despite well presented pleas on their behalf by Athletic 
Director Bob Aylward, parent Edward Dick and long-time TMHS 
booster and fan Jimmy Sullivan. 

The messages were delivered to the school committee last Wednesday 
night as supporters of the deposed coaches jammed the Dewing School. 

The committee refused to reconsider its vote of June 21 when a 
majority voted not to rehire Melillo, Ware and four assistant coaches, 
junior varsity basketball coach David Whitney, freshman basketball 
coach Matt Conserva, junior varsity baseball coach David Mullen and 
freshmen baseball coach Peter Adams. 

School committee member Patricia Meuse made a motion to 
reconsider the vote Wednesday night, but no other member would 
second it. 

The committee did agree to meet with an obviously concerned 
Aylward to discuss the procedures for hiring coaches. 

While Melillo was rattling off an impressive list of accomplishments 
in Tewksbury, the Lowell School Committee was naming him the new 
basketball coach at that Division I school by a 4-3 vote on the second 
ballot, edging out veteran assistant Dennis Canney. Melillo will replace 
Charlie Ryan, who recently retired after a stellar 14-year career at 
Lowell 

The firing of Melillo in Tewksbury was seen as punishment for his 
applying for jobs in Andover and Lowell. The Andover job went to 
24-year-old former Dracut coach Dave Fazio, while the 40-year-old 
Melillo secured perhaps the top schoolboy basketball coaching job in 
the state 

Now look for former Andover High School coach Tom Ryser, a 
Tewksbury resident with strong local connections, to get the TMHS 
head basketball job. 

It was easy to see why Mclillo impressed the Lowell people after his 
excellent presentation to the Tewksbury committee. "I want to first tell 
everyone here to relax," offered the former TMHS co: I'm not 
here to rant and rave, I'm just here to state my case. I don't think that 
any of you (school committee members) know me as an individual, I 
talked to Superintendent John Wynn and the athletic director about the 
Andover and Lowell jobs and all I ever got was positive input.” 

"I don't know how you could do something like this without giving 
full notice to the athletic director, with the athletic director even being 
present at the meeting,” noted Melillo. 

“We aren't here to discuss X's and O's or how I coach during a 
game--I was Merrimack Valley Coach of the Year in 1989," offered 
Melillo. 

The new Lowell coach also brought up an important point that 
probably sealed his fate in Tewksbury. "There are coaches and 
administrators who wouldn't show up here tonight for fear of their 
jobs. You have a moral obligation to those people to explain exactly 
why this was done. I can walk away from Tewksbury. I have another 
said Melillo, who owns a computer software business in 
Burlington. 

"I've always said that coaches avoid complacency by keeping their 
luggage packed," noted Melillo. "I enjoy being in the gym, not in the 
political limelight." 

Melillo closed his presentation with just a trace of bitterness. 
these people tell me that I'm doing a great job, and then I'm fired. 

The former St, Clement's and Tewksbury coach wound up wearing a 
rather large grin as TMHS booted him out the door. For the first time 
in his coaching carcer he won't have to find the bailing wire and rebuild 
a program, Lowell has ready-made, "run and gun" city players who can 
play Melillo's up-tempo, pressing style of basketball. His hiring at 
Lowell makes this Tewksbury School Committee look downright silly. 
Period. 

It was probably unfair to lump Melillo and Ware together in the same 
meeting. Even Aylward admitied that he didn't like that aspect of the 
whole affair. 

Ware's dismissal stems from a parent complaint about how the varsity 
team was assembled this spring. Ware was always a coach that made his 
cuts based on a youngster’s work ethic and performance on a number of 
summer baseball teams in the area. 

The committee wronged Ware however, in that they were never 
specific about why he was not rehired. The reason given for his 
dismissal was that he was too hard on players, that not enough fun was 
involved in playing baseball at Tewksbury High School. 

Ware made some excellent points while obviously biting his tongue 
throughout his presentation Wednesday night. 

"I've offered help and guidance to every player I've coached-and 
every player I've coached has gone on to college,” noted Ware. 

Ware also addressed the charge that he has used vulgar language and

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been thrown out of conference games. “In my six years at Tewksbury, 
I've never been thrown out of a ballgame and I've had just one boy 
thrown out-and he is a Tewksbury cop now,” noted Ware while

are some people on this school committee who have never attended a 
ballgame. I'm going to be a man long after I'm done being a coach," 
concluded Ware. 

With that Ware probably scaled hiffate in Tewksbury, although it's 
saf@to say that this committce wasn't going to reconsider the decision 
anyway.

measure actual amount of body fat, 
Jean muscle and body water. 

“Lean muscle is the furnace of the 
body. That's where calories are 
burned,” according to Julie Daly, 
R.D,, nutritionist 


"Maintaining muscle mass while 
losing body fat is the goal of all 
fitness and weight loss programs, 
Monitoring body composition helps 
assure that lost weight is fat and not 
muscle.” 

Victims of frequent weight loss 
and regain cycles often find their 
metabolic rate lowered due to 
losses in lean muscle. Athletes who 
need to preserve muscle also find 
the computerized body composition 
data a useful part of their fitness 
routine. For the average 40 year 


old woman a normal body fat is 27 
percent while for a 40 year old man 
it is 19 percent.

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The night belongs to 


horned pout fishermen © 


by Bill Conlon 

This has been a strange year. The 
normal sweltering heat has missed 
us clean so far, with cold Canadian 
air Continuing to stream down from 
the great white orth, keeping us 
cool and collected. 

Still, summer in New England has 
always meant sweltering, sticky-hot 
days, and even stickier nights that 
make it impossible to sleep. Sooner 
or later, we're bound to get those 
“tropical-swamp" days. Can't miss. 

Since it'll be too hot to sleep on 
those steamy nights, why wasic a 
good case of insomnia by peeling 
damp sheets off your back? 

Instead, get up, get dressed and go 
fishing. If you don't own a boat, no 
problem. Unlike the tricky business 
of midnight bass fishing, with lights 
and weeds and Jitterbugs, there is a 
simpler alternativ 

Try horned pout fishing one night 
this summer. You'll love it. 

Horned pout is the local name for 
the yellow catfish and mud catfish, 
although both are nearly identical. 
Still, being members of the catfish 
family, they are perhaps the easiest 
of all freshwater fish to catch and 
eat. Catfish bones fuse into one long 
string when the fish is cooked, 
leaving meat that is both tasty and 
utterly boneless. 

Horned pout cat almost anything, 
so bait is simple. Good catfish baits 
are nightcrawlers and worms, but 
bits of hotdog work well, too. One 
hot bait for horned pout is the meat 
of the freshwater clam. Wade in the 
muck a few minutes to gather up a 
bucketful of clams, then just crack 
them and bait up as needed. 

To be a homed pout purist, you'll 
need a few pieces of equipment. A 
Coleman lantern is customary, as is 
accooler full of your favorite drink 
and a radio to listen to the Red Sox 
game. A bottle of bug repellent is 
strongly recommended as well 

If you plan to fish from a public 
beach, no problem. Horned pout 
roam at night, and a public beach is 
just as good as any other spot. But if 
you plan to fish from private land, 
put in a call to the landowner first 
so that your light in the front yard 
won't prompt a visit from police 

All you need do is fire up the light 
and place it off to one side, to keep 
the inevitable bugs from bothering 
you, Then just rig up with a hook 
and sinker, bait up, and cast away 

Jamming a forked stick into the 
sand to hold your rod up is also pan 
of the customary way to fish, but 
any rod support will do nicely. The 
support pipes at the end of a dock 
will do the trick well enough 

Some purists like to attach a little 
bell to their rod tip, to make noise 
when the fish bites, Or, the reel you 
use may have a “clicker” setting for 
just such a purpose. But if you keep 
an eye on your rod, it won't make 
any difference. Horned pout aren't 
the least bit shy when they bite. 
They yank vigorously on the line. 


Homed pout are decent fighters 
when hooked, and you can never be 
sure how big the fish is until it's in 
the light. Sometimes, your monster 
horned pout will turn out to be a 
big ecl, as they also feed a night. 
(Incidently, the best way to unhook 
an cel is to step on its neck first. Eel 
slime is awful stuff to scrape off.) 

There is only one warming about 
horned pout, and here it is: 

Catfish have sharp boney spines 
along three of their fins -- the fins 
on either side and the fin on their 
back, If the fish flops around and 
pokes you with one of the spines, it 
won't be any fun and the puncture 
wound will hurt! Ho horned 
pout lock their spines into the erect 
position when alarmed, giving you 
easy handles on the fish if you grab 
it the right way. From the belly 

The long whiskers near a homed 
pout's mouth are harmless - period. 
All they do is provide the fish with 
a great sense of smell, which it uses 
to find food. 

One nicety of horned pout fishing 
is that there aren't any size or creel 
limits. Take all you can eat. And as 
the fish have tiny scales, you simply 
skin them and remove the head and 
fins and they're skillet ready. Some 
nights you'll catch a ton and be able 
to invite the whole neighborhood 
over for a fish fry. On other nights 
you may get zip, but that's fishing 

Also, homed pout are as tough as 
nails, and if you keep them in water 
they should stay alive ‘til morning. 
That's just in case you hate cleaning 
fish before bedtime. 

Years ago you'd sce a few dozen 
Coleman lanterns along the shores 
of any given luke at night, each with 
two to ten anglers fishing for mid 
night horned pout. But the sport has 
since last some its favor, so you 
may well have the lake to yourself 

Horned pout fishing is simple and 
easy, so bring the kids along 

They'll love it until they fall asleep. 
Or, you can bring a few of the boys

was also in that business cut trees in 
Burlington on one occasion, and 
floated the logs down Mill Brook 
to a pool near Chestnut Street 
Generally speaking, the men in his 
business did not buy the land, 
merely the right to cut the trees.

Never send a boy to do a man's 
errand, and never try to write a 
story unless you know who the 
characters are to be. In the case of 
the Gowing family of Wilmington 
there was a tremendous cast. 

When Larz attempted to write the 
story of the Bunker Hill Elm, for 
this paper, June 28, 1989 he mixed 
up the cast, and had the wrong 
farmer on the right farm. 

John Gowing Sr. was not the 
farmer who owned the Gowing 
farm on Bunker Hill day, and his 
son, Minuteman John, and later 
Captain John was not the person 
who noted the roots of the Bunker 
Hill Elm. 

Possibly it was the first Daniel, 
and his son the second Danicl could 
have been the root noter. Larz does 
not know, and has to guess. 

‘One man who probably did know 
was Ed Nelson Eames, the person 
who took the picture of the 
farmhouse and elm tree. Ed had at 
least two female ancestors among 
the Gowing family. Also worthy of 
a comment is the shadow on the 
roof of the farmhouse, the shadow 
from the chimney. 

The building faces due south. The 
shadow from the chimney extends 
about southeast. The year that Ed 
Nelson Eames took that picture is 
uncertain, but it is certain that the 
lime of year was just about 
mid-summer's day, when the sun 
was at its summer solstice. That's

sky in the afternoon. 

John Gowing marricd a girl 
named Lydia Rich. They lived in a 
house facing Lowell Street, and 
just easterly of Woburn Street, a 
home which, to the older folks of 
Wilmington was the home of 
Carolyn and Henrietta Swain. 

If memory serves correctly that 
home was constructed in 1751 
John Jr. (Capt. John) was born in 
1756, and then three daughters. 
Lydia in 1762, Rachel in 1767 and 
Mary in 1769. 

John Jr. became captain about 
1779-80. He was probably the 
captain of the Wilmington militia - 
the records of that organization are 
very meager. He married Kezia 
Jacques in 1781, and for many 
years the Gowing-Swain House, as 
it was later called, was known as 
the Captain John Gowing House. 

The Captain John house was a 
home full of females. John and 
Kezia had eight daughters, and 
three sons. That brought the totals 
of the children of the two families 
to four boys and 11 girls. 


The Swain family moved into 
Wilmington sometime about the 
start of the 19th century and 
Phocbe Gowing, daughter of 
Daniel Jr. and Abigail Gowing 
became Mrs. Levi Swain Jr. in 
1818, 

Charles W. (Willard). Swain, son 
of Levi Jr. and Abigail was born in 
1826, and he married a girl named 
Henrietta Ames in 1857. The

couple lived for a while in a-house 
on the other side (northerly) of 
Woburn Street, but eventually the 
couple moved into the home of 
Capt. Gowing. 

It was in that house that May 
Gowing Swain (1867), Carrie M. 
Swain (Oct. 6, 1871) and Henrietta 
Swain (Oct. 6, 1873) grew to 
womanhood. Carrie became 
Carolyn Swain, and taught in the 
Wilmington schools for about 50 
years. Henrietta taught just about as 
long 

When Wilmington's new high 
school was constructed, in the 
1950s the old high school, across 
the common was renamed. It 
became the Swain School to honor 
those two ladies. The writer had 
the honor of making the rhotion, in 
the Town Meeting. 

What about Charles W. Swain, 
their daddy? He, like his daughters, 
were of the Gowing family. 

It was Charles W. Swain who 
founded the public library, about 
1870. He "borrowed" a corner of 
the old Town Hall (Middlesex 
Avenue) and there ran a library for 
several years. Eventually the 
library was thoved to the old center 
school, now headquarters for the 
Fourth of July Committee, and 
today it is a nice imposing building, 
on the former site of Saint Thomas 
Church. 

There may not be anyone with the 
name of Gowing in Wilmington 
today, but the good deeds of the 
family still carry on.

What to do to 


avoid the ticks 


1. Stay on the trails at 
Massachusetts Audubon sanc- 
tuaries or other favorite walking 
and hiking spots. Young ticks 
are found on low vegetation and 
adult ticks prefer to cling to 
vegetation about eighteen in- 
ches off the ground: 

2. Wear light colored clothing 
so that the tick may be more 
easily seen. 

3. Wear long pants tucked into 
socks and long sleeve shirts 
tucked in at the waist so that 
ticks will have farther to travel 
to reach exposed skin. The use 
of repellent around the ankles 
may prevent ticks from 
crawling up your legs. 

4. A tick needs 12 to 24 hours in 
order to pass the Lyme disease 
spirochete on to its ‘‘subject,"’ so 
prompt removal of a tick is 
important. Carefully check your 
body for ticks after returning 
from an excursion into the 
woods or fields. Larval and 
nymphal ticks are normally a 
light brown color, very small — 
usually the size ‘of a pinhead, 
and resemble a freckle. They 
are most often found on the 
thighs, arms, and underarms. It 
is best to remove a tick using 
tweezers and the cleanse the 
area with an antiseptic. 

5. If you notice a ring-shaped 
rash or develop symptoms 
following a tick bite, see your 
doctor. 

"Knowing what to look for is 
the best precaution you can 
take," says Nancy Sferra, field 
biologist for the Massachustts 
Audubon Society. “There is no 
reason to spend the summer 
indoors when you can enjoy the 
wilds of Massachusetts’ natural 
resources.”

Water Plants Efficently This 
Summer — Even though rain 
has been plentiful recently, it 
should not be taken for granted. 
As the population and the 
amount of water used per 
person continues to increase, 
and with a possible (and 
probable) deficiency in 
precipitation, the situation could 
become acute. 

Thurston Handley, Hor- 
ticulture Specialist with Mid- 
dlesex Cooperative Extension, 
offers some suggestions to make 
the most efficient use of limited 
water supplies. 

Watering Lawns — If lawn 
watering is permitted, water 
thoroughty or not at all. Do not 
try to water the entire lawn 
lightly every day. Light 
watering encourages shallow 
rooting, making the lawn more 
susceptible to drought injury, 
and it encourages crabgrass. It 
is much better to water a portion 
of the lawn thoroughly once a 
week than to water the entire 
lawn lightly every day 

Watering Trees and Shrubs — 
During dry seasons, watering is 
necessary to maintain healthy 
plants. Water is more important 
for new planting than for 
established ones. An open hose 
placed at the base of a tree with 
the water is allowed to trickle

Licence to Kill 


Licence to Kill Starring 
Timothy Dalton, Carey Lowell, 
Robert Davi, Talisa Soto, An- 
thony Zerbe.

The ads are screaming that 
Bond is back, only with a twist 
‘The new Bond is on a personal 
mission this time and his license 
to kill has been revoked by the 
British Government. So yeah, 
Bond is back, but he’s a meaner, 


more vengeful Bond than we are 
used to. Not exactly the kind of 
Secret Agent you can cozy up to. 

Timothy Dalton brings a 
severity to the role that could 
really use some of the humor 
Sean Connery so easily in: 
terjected. Dalton is a handsome 
man, his deep blue eyes and 
dark hair compliment the for 
mal attire so necessary for 
undercover work. But he's too 
stiff, too uncompromising an 
actor. Being classy just isn’t 
enough, especially for this 
outing, which is very much by 
the books.

There are lots and lots of 
action sequences, followed by 
lots and lots of killings. But the 
murders seem more brutal than 
usual, perhaps because Bond is 
on a personal mission and 
doesn’t have to report back to 
Her Majesty or her Secret 
Service. He dispenses people in 
the most cavalier of attitudes 
people are incinerated, fed to 
sharks, blown up, shredded and 
of course, shot 

Agent 007 is so very ticked off 
because his best friend and 
bride were murdered im 
mediately after the wedding 
ceremony in which Bond served 
as best man. The friend had left 
the CIA and was in charge of the 
Drug Enforcement Agency in 
Florida. As druggies have taken 
up the evil mantle filled by 
corrupt real estate developers 
earlier this decade, it comes as 
no surprise that the baddie in 
this flick is a Central American 
cocaine czar with a cohort so 
villainou she was “kicked out by 
the Contras."" 

In all honesty, most people 
would admit that most of the 
Bond films do rather- blend 
together. With” certain ex 
ceptions ly from the days 
when Coffnery wore the tux, 
they meld into one long movie 
memory. Unfortunately, there 
is little in the plot of ‘License to 
Kill" which will help it stand out 
from the crowd. If anything, the 
story is plodding and for 
mulated, following a routine 
action outline but more sadistic 
than usual and notably lacking 
the silly, but always welcome, 
humor for which the Bond films 
are known 

The one exception to the 
‘monotony is Carey Lowell as, 
well, you want to describe her as 
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the female protagonist, but 
she's also a love interest, so let’s 
Say she’s a little of both. Lowell 
plays Pam Bouvier, a tough ex- 
CIA operative who helps Bond 
once he goes renegade. She's a 
feminist, she’s capable and 
she's quite unlike anything 
we've seen before in a series 
which still uses women as 
decoration. But as the writers 
obviously don't want to be too in 
step with the times, they added 
sultry Talisa Soto to the cast. 
She plays the drug dealer's 
subservient woman, but 
eventually tumbles into bed with 
James, making her yet another 
“Bond girl.” 

It has gotten to the point 
where Bond, his bullets and 
babes, all seem such an 
anachronism that you wonder 
why anyone bothers. There are 
some cute moments, especially 
when Q (yes, still played by 
Desmond Llewelyn) trots out his 
handy spy-gadgets. Wayne 
Newton makes a humorous 
appeatance as a lecherous 
evangelist and Robert Davi does 
a commendable job as the 
narcotics kingpin. If nothing 
else, director John Glen's stunts 
are breathtaking, even if they 
feel choreographed 

Still, we all know how the film 
is going to turn out Bond 
hasn't bitten the bullet yet. So, is 
a film offers little more than 
redundancy in plot and 
stereotypical characters, you 
have to wonder if there is much 
point in attending. True, there's 
not much out there this summer, 
but no one really needs a dose of 
such mean-spirited 
shenanigans. After all, these are 
“kinder, gentler times’’ in 
which we live.
